"Are American Colleges Worth Their Keep?" asks Mi 
.Tesse Lee Bennett in the current monthly supplement of "The 
New Student." To this interrogation we emphatically reply, 
yes. It is an undue feeling of pessimism that pervades the mind 
of the man who questions the value of our colleges — not because 
he questions, but because of the way he replies to his own query. 

For one moment we do not deny that the greater part of 
the product of the American (and here we include Canadiau 
of course) University might be with general benefit to the com- 
munity be rolcgated to the rubbish heap. With Mr. Bennett 
we agree that there exists a large number of clubs, whose mem- 
bers arc all University graduates and whose ideals are distinct- 
ly remote from those we are supposed to associate with the 
University man. But when gold is being refined there is al 
ways much dross : when alcohols are being rectified and acids 
concentrated, liquids of minor importance and lesser potency 
are discarded. So it is with the University. Much rubbish is 
graduated annually, occasionally however — perhaps more often 
than we arc wont to consider— something really worthwhile is 
-produced. Stop for a moment, and consider the question — there 
will arise before you u formidable list of great men who are 
University graduates. Are American Universities worth their 
lceep? These comparatively few luminaries more than justify 
the upkeep of the colleges. 

Fur; lier on in his article. Mr. Bennett laments the fact 
t'hrEi too great a proportion of our universities is under the aegis 
•: trustees who are motivated solely by the desire to have cer- 
,in economic doctrines disseminated. He makes reference to 
' evitalized teachers" who propound many theories which 
rjvutely -hey hold to be false. AU this is most unfortunately 
Ï true- But the question has its brighter side, and it does not do 
; be pessimistic. From out of the mass of poor downtrodden 
professors ; from out of the dust of the "devitalized teachers" 
3 who are being carefully and systematically crushed under the 
heel of a group of persons who see things through an economic 
x-rray of their own peculiar construction we get — once in a while 

I a professor who will rise again, like a Jack-in-the-box and 

make the University worthwhile. But we must always bear in 
I mind the fact that there are still some colleges whose professors 
are neither downtrodden nor devitalized— they too make the 
University worth while. 

The Jesuits have always held that it is right that evil be 
I done in order that good may result. In regard" to Universities 
-' we agree with them— the piffling noncorapoops produced by 
our universities are doing an evil — our colleges are doing an evil 
in producing them. But what of the valuable graduates? They 
are a mort than compensating good. —Yes— American colleges 
.certainly art worth their keep.

If then- has 
been any fatal insults the police nnd 
morgue will know of It; If people were 
njured badly, they must bo in one of 
the hosptla:*. 

II. Komeliineii happens that a per- 
sistent rumor will gel abroad tha 
tll^t-e Is ,1. big fire somewhere, or thin 
the.rc has been a railwa.y accident. Ii 
til'* ease n ii t| 1c usual source» of in- 
formation are tapped. Sometimes Uii 
"big fire'' will be found to b» a llttU 
ffaflOline blaze or a hay stack afire, and 
the railway acc dent will prov« to hi 
merely a. freight truck off the track, 
that dclpyed a passenger train, there', 
by giving rise' to the rumor. 

In Ihe matter of public meeting! 
It Is Impossible for a big metropoli- 
tan daily to "cover" all the thonsanc" 
and one gatherings for which invita 
lions, are sent or about which some- 
one téléphone» at the lasj. moment 
A meeting is not necessarily a. mal le- 
of news, nnd In hundreds of cases 
all that The Gazette want* can he 
taken hy phone nnd put into ten lines. 
Similarly, many kindly nnd coitrteous- 
ly-lntrnded invitations for a reporter 
to attend a s;nclul dinner a presenta- 
tion or other gathering of a private 
firm or small society, have to be re- 
fused, for It -must be remembered that 
the reporter's working day on The 
G37.ott.<! Is 1 afternoon, evening and 
night up to lifter midnight. Tin- t.lis 
r»atton he Is not usually available at 
3 a.m., and only coinfts on duty al - 
o'clock, except for u luncheon gather- 
ing, » big public nvnnl or some sen.
